RECRUITING IN TRELAND. 

In the House of Lords yestercay. 

Lord Newten informed Viscount Midicton thai 
it was against the public interest to give 
the exact figures with regard to recruiting 
in Great Britain. With regard to ireland, 
however, down to December 15th, the re- 
cruits for the Army and the Navy were 
appreximately 95,000, distributed as 
follows :— Leinster, 27,458; Ulster, 49,760 
Munster, 14,190; Counaaght, 3,559. The 
number of single men between the ages of 
19 and 4! in Ireland ea 15th August last 
was estimated at 416,409, ef whom about 
10,500 had since cnlisted, 

Lord Wimberne, as Director of Recruiting ia 
Ireland, said he would shortly present a 
report dealing with recruiting in Ireland 
Whereas the towns in Ireland had dona 
extremely well, the agriceltural provinces 
bad not been such a success, from the re. 
cruiting peint of view, and this accounted 
for the large dispropertion between onc 
province and another. Since the beginning 
of the war there had been raised in Ir: 
land three ocw divisions —the (0th, the 
16th, and the 36th. In the first six weeks 
of the mew recruiting campaiga io Ireland 
they had just abont reached the estimated 
necessary figure of 1.100 per week lhe 
farmers had at Grst held back, but he was 
glad to say that si not wanting 
that the larmers were now 
their respensibilitics.
